‘ a oe 


The Government of this Colony is con. 
fronted to-day with one of the most serious 
problems it has ever been called upon to 
solve, “It is that which rélates to the niany 
properties in Hongkong which are evidently 
"as dangerous to the passer-by as‘ to-the re- 

_ ident, properties that are shored up by the 
Recent collapses have revealed 
a deplorable state of aff irs. ‘The. present 


_ age has to suffer for the misdeeds of the, 
past + 


What course will be pursued by the 
Government in regard jo these residential 
“properties remains to be. seco, ‘A ramble 
along some of the thoroughfares of 
this” colony is an object lesson of the 
criminal ; negligence of: many’ men in 

_ years. gone by, ‘The jerry-builder must have 

 revelled in this little rugged islands of ours, 


. aod to mapy observers it seems almost in* 


‘ comprehensible that such a saturnalia of 
criminal construction could be carried on 
under the eyes of a staff of Europeans, and. 
under the supervision of Ruropean architects, 
There is no record here of Hongkong hav- 
ing suffered from any. seismic disturbance; 
the long list of collapses, ‘as well as that of 


the property which is in a dangerous gon.. 


dition, punctuates but one fact which must 
- be cudgelled into’the governmental mind, | 
‘and that is, that the “erection of 
property in. the past. has mot. had 
that measure of rigorous supervision 
which both the owner ‘and the occupant 
were fully entitled to. Theré is a stream of: 
criticism in the Colony to-day which has 
been occasioned by an unprecedented nuc- 
ber of collapses, with the inevitable loss of' 
life. This criticism is not of a carping 
‘natute, but rather ‘of a suggestive character. 
Tt is universally recognised that the unsightly 
shoring, to be observed in many quarters of 
the city, is by no means an advertisement for 
_the colony, neither does it add to the 
picturesquenesé of our streets It militates 
against the attractivencss of Hongkong, The 
authorities must deviseand religiously carry 
out some ficheme whereby tle dangerous 
property « must be rebuilt, and the public 
thereby be protected. This. will entail 
the expenditure ‘of a ‘great deal of 
money and property owners ate likely to be 
impressed with the hardship, but we see no 
other alternative than the dismantling of 
fesidences whose walls ominously. gape.
